ored Republicans. Mr. Rucker is a
Georgia product, and was born in Wash-
ington coun'y, Georgia, the home of Rubt.
Tombs, about forty live years ago.

He was educated at Aitlanta Universi
ty, but did not finish his collegiate cou se,
He took a course in medicine (homeo-
pathic); but entering into politics early,
he did not practice his chosen profession,
He has lived in Atlanta since the war,
and has seen that magic city grow up
from a burned and ruined city of 16,000
to its prerent population of over 100,000,
He is a frecholder and a tax payer, and
has the respect and confidince of the
people of Atlanta and the entire Siate,
regardless of race or color. He was en-
dorsed by the wealthiest and biggest
business men of Ailnta, and all of the
city ard county officials. This fact alone
indicates his popularity with the people.
He is a rad.cal Republican, never voting
with the democracy even in local elec- |
tions. . He brings to his pew post ripe
experience and a thorovgh knowledge of |
the conduct of the office. He has served
as a gauger, store keeper, and cleik in
the revenue service for many years, He
will have no trouble in giving bond, and |
in finding competent men to fill the ofli
ces under him. He represenis the high-
est type of that clsss of Southern men
who have grown out of the conditions of
slavery and reconstruction.

INDUSTRIAL INDEPENDENCE.

The passage of the new Tariff bill closes
an era of disaster and despondency, much
the worst that Americars have had 10
endure since the fea ful depression which
followed the comp omise tariff with i's

early reduction of duiies until 1842,
Early records are vague and dim, and it
is questionable whether even in 1841 there
was greater proportionate prostration of
industries than mn 1896, W.ith the lapse
of more than fifty years the men had

assed away who had learned by suffer-
ing the consequence of refusing defence
to home ivdusiries, Their children and
grandchildien have been obliged to learn
the same lesson, and the tariff of 1807
gives proof, as the tariff «f 1842 gave

roof, that a burned child dreads the fire,

he tariff which the people el cied Wi -
liam McKinley to sign, by the lurgest
m» jority ever given to an American Pre-
gident with all the Stutes voting, is the
tariff which now takes force,

It is a genuine R-publican tariff in
spirit and scope, frankly intended 10 for.
tify American industries agairst injorics
from foreign competition. Nor dues it
care orly tor industries which already
exist, but aims with patriotic purpcse wo
encourage the development and growth
of manufactures which have ss yet no
root on American soil. Even as the Mce
Kinley tariff created in this country im-
portant industries which now give em
ployment to many thousand workers, so
the tariff which he now makes law by his
sigoature will by strong specific duties
establish here others, perthaps even more
important. The specific duties on linen
gouds, if as successful as the duty of 1890
on tinplates, will save the people more
money and provide employment for a
greater number of workers. Wikely low-
ering duties wherever an industry has
grown strong enough to warrant that
course, and thereby ehowing thas defence
but not monopoly is the aim, the new
taniff does not Eﬂstmte to beckon forward
the enterprise and labor of the couniry to
new indust rial fields to be taken and held,

Trke tariff of 1890, as The Tribuue said
when it passed, was the bravest ever
framed. It manfully risked, furthe pun-
lic good, the loss of gower and defeat
which followed. Mr. McKinley himself
was swept into private life—and then the
people made him Governor and Presi-
dent. It cost something then, when the

le had not learned how wages and
profits depend upon tariffs and how new

to face that cisk. It requires less courage
now, when the working millions have
found what Democrutic tariffs mean for
thiem, their wages and their families, snd
w hen Democrarie men of business and of
fortune no longer dare to trust .lnwmak-
ing to the incompetence and dishonesty
«f a Democratic Congress. But the new
tariff is in principle the tariff of 1890,
adopted wisely to a change of conditions.
To tread again the path which led the
country to the highest presperity it ever

most criticisd as mis'akes, or as un-
avoidahle resu ts of compelling and ad
verse circnmstances, may be founi bless-
ings not at « Il disgui-ed, 1tis quite con-
ceivable, as Represeniative Payne, of New
York—ore of those who labored meost
diligeutly in iraming 1h- measure—ssid
in h s sprech on the bill, that the provis
ion regading sugar may within a few
years be found to have developed in this
country ap industry moie va'uatle to the
farmers and the nation, many times over,
than all the pr fits any combination can
tempotarily rcap frowm it. This, at least,
has been the consistent and steady pur
pose of its framers, The Tribune velieveg,
not less in the Ser ate than in the H uve,
to make certain and swift that grow th of
home industries which not only iasure to
the Government an ample severue, and
to American workers fair wages for years
to come, Lat to all Americans the uimest
atwsinable freedom from dependence upon
any combinations whatever.

This ought to be the ead, for a doeade
or a generation, of serious attempts to
overthrow the policy of American 1:dus-
trial in'fependence. I s declaration was
in 1890, and seven years of struggle have
brought its peaceful recognition. Un
